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STRIKE TIES UP 


NEW YORK HOTELS

Waiters Walk Out of Several 
Big Hostelries, Leaving 
Diners Hungry. 


COOKS JOIN IN MOVEMENT 


New York, May ®.—The first serious strike 
New York hotels have experienced took place 
tonight when the waiters walked out of the 
Waldorf-Astoria, the Gotham, the Breslin, 
and Rectors in the midst of the evening din- 
ner hours, leaving hundreds of humgry pe- 
trons in the lurch. 

Approximately 800 walters and cooks from 
theese places, with those who. had joined pre- 
vioug strikes at the Belmont; the Kuicker- 
bocker, and Churchill's, make a total of ovér 
1,200 who have participated in the fight for 
higher wages and better working conditions. 

The hotel managements, as represented by 
the Hotet Men's association, had practically 
surrendered to most of the demands of their 
employés before tonight's eirikes began, but 
without recognition of the new Internationa! 


Hotel Workers’ union, which claims to have | 


enlisted a membership ef 12,000 hotel em- 
ployés here during the last few weeks. The 
strikers demand recognition of thelr union 
and increased wages 

Walkout at the Waldorf. 

Manned by a skeleton crew the Waldorf 
tonight managed to serve most ofits patrons, 
but not without delays, confusion, and gen- 
éral embarrassment. It was estimatéd that 
1600 would-be diners were at tables in the 
various rooms there when the strike was 
called by a prearranged whistle signal. . 

Between 400 and 500 men walked out with- 
out @teorder, leaving patrons astounded, but 
the management had taken precautions for 
the emergency and promptly marched into 
the main dining rooms 150 strike breakers 
who had been lodged at the hotel for a week. 

The kitchen, which had sufferéd the loss of 
nearly 100 cooks, Was manned with a suffi- 
cient number of substitutés to supply cur- 
rent demands, Extra forces of detectives 
and polices were stationed about the hotel anc 
prevented serious disturbances. ~ 

Several Forced to Close. 

The Gotham, the Breelin, and Réetors man- 
agement took similar precautions so far as 
police protection went. but they had no strike 
breakers ready for the emergency, and hun- 
dreds of guests were left dinnerless. At 
the Breslin 176 patrons, left unserved, went 
to restaurants for their meal before a small 
force of strike breakers arrived. ‘There 
were similar occurrences at the other hotels 
where dining rooms had to be closed.

They returned two days 
later, and in revenge killed a dozen Span- 
lards and wounded several others. 

Thirty horsemen in the raiding party each 
seized a dosen or so botties of the water.

It is suggested that possibly the American 
government has been promised by Madero 
some concession in the nature of land hold- 
ings. 

Say Attitude Is Unfair. 

Back of all is thé fact that the Arherican 
government has crippled seriously the 
rebels by its stringent application of the 
laws preventing the importation of ammu- 
nition. The rebels characterize the atti- 
tude as eminently unfair. 

Madero in the protest is styled a traitor 
and the American government is accused 
of assuming an attitude that Is little short 
of intervention, Attention Is called to the 
fact that heretofore the revolutionary 
authorities have given every guarantee of 
safety to foreigners, and especially to Amer- 
jeans, and such guarantees‘are still prom- 
ised, hut with reservations. 

It is suggested that in some instances the 
populace might become so incensed as to 
take revenge on Americans, and that in 
some cases the authorities might be unable 
to furnish restraint, in case the declaration 
is made that the revolutionary authorities 
will not consider themselves responsibdie.

NEW YORK HOTELS

Waiters Walk Out of Several 
Big Hostelries, Leaving 
Diners Hungry. 


COOKS JOIN IN MOVEMENT 


New York, May 2.—The first serious strike 
New York hotels have experienced took place 
tonight when the Waiters walked out of the 
Waldorf-Astoria, the Gotham, the Breslin, 
and Rectors in the midst of the evening din- 
ner hours, leaving hundreds of humgry pe- 
trons in the lurch. 

Approximately 800 waiters and cooks from 
these places, with those who. had joined pre- 
vious strikee at the Belmont, the Knicker- 
bocker, and Churchill's, make a total of ovér 
1.200 who have participated in the fight for 
higher wages and better working conditions. 
The hotel managements, as represented by 
the Hotet Men's association, had practically 
surrendered to most of the demands of their 
employés before tonight's strikes began, but 
without recognition of the new Internationa! 


enlisted a membership of 12,000 hotel em- 
ployés here during the last few weeks. The 
strikers demand recognition of thelr union 
‘and increased wages 
Walkout at the Waldorf. 

Manned by a skeleton crew the Waldorf 
tonight managed to serve most of its patrons, 
but not without delays, confusion, and gen- 
éral embarrassment. It was estimatéd that 
1600 would-be diners were at tables in the 
various ro@me there when the strike was 
called by a prearranged whistle signal. 
Between 400 and 600 men walked out with- 
out @isorder, leaving patrons astounded, but 
the management had taken precautions for 
the emergency and promptly marched into 
the main dining rooms 160 strike breakers 


The kitchen, which had sufferéd the loss of 
neatly 100 cooks, was manned with a suffi- 
cient number of substitutés to supply cur- 
rent demands. Extra forces of detectives 
and polles were stationed about the hote! anc 
prevented serious disturbances. 


Several Forced to Close. 
The Gotham, the Breelin, and Réetors man- 
agement took similar pre¢autions so far as 
police protection went, but they had no strike

Chihuahua. Mexico, May 20.—Intimating

Madero in the protest is styled a traitor 
and the American government is accused

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BLUE SKY WAR INTERESTS U.S. 


Unele Sam Expected to Join 
Fight on Land Frauds in West 


WILL CONFER IN CHICAGO. 


Railroad and Reclamation Men Will 


Participation by the federal government in 
the movement for the suppression of ** blue 
sky" land investment concerns Is probable. 
KF. H. Newell @Girector of the reclamation 
service. has summoned representatives of 
western railroads, state land commissioners, 
and reclermation agents to meet at the fed- 
eral building tomorrow to teke up the 
question. 

The prime purpose is to build up the new 
west. The government has recognized the 
Canadian west is taking approximately 100,- 
000 families a year as settlers solely because 
better inducements are offered there than 


ditions being better. Asa result the Ameri- 
can west, looked to as the chief territory 
for internal expansion, is not advancing as 
rapidly as the government thinks It-should. 


Fake Land Deals a Drawback.

B. F. Harris, president of the Illl- 
nois Bankers’ association, is endeavoring io 
heve a similar law placed on the Illinois 
gtatute books. 

c. J. Blanchard, statistician of the 
reclamation service, arrived in Chicago yes- 
terday to complete errangements for the 
meetings tomorrow and Saturday.

Realizes Duty to Investor. 
“The west has long recognized,” said Mr. 
Blanchard, “ that its greatest need is more 
people and more money, but it is only just 
awakening to the fact that its paramount 
duty is to protect the investor and to sea fe- 
guard the settlers from the rapacity of the 
illegitimate promoter and land agent. 

“The severe setback which irrigation en- 
terprise has received through the promotion 
of unwise or ectual swindling schemes has 
shown the need of some organization, either 
state or local, to pass upon the various 
promotion companies, and where necessary 
to institute steps toward driving the fraud- 
ulent ones out of business. 

“ Kansas, with its ‘sky blue’ law, has 
taken a forward step in this directiqn. The 
Denver chamber of commerce proposes to 
investigate all irrigation and land com- 
panies in the state to establish their sound- 
nese and reliability. In numerous legisla- 
tures bills have been presented calling for 
a commission to pass upon such companies 
before stock can be sold.

Officia) aerial carrier will be George 
Mestach, a Frenchman, in a Morane-Bore! 
monoplane. Mestach has had a number of 
similar appointments from the American 
government and claims to holé the mail 
Carrying record. His Chicago route will 
be about thirty miles in length. 


Plan Permanent Aeria] Postoffice. 

“It is our purpose to establish a perma- 
nent aerial postoffice at Cicero,”’ said James 
S. Stephens, general manager of the aero 
club. ‘If the four day trials of the service 
prove successful, an application for the per- 
manent office will be made to Postmaster 
Genera) Hitchcock. 

' #ce8tach will make two daily trips to 
Elmhurst and Wheaton. Visitors at the 
meets who wish to forward letters to friends 
should bring them to the field already pre- 
pared.

Trains of South Bend Interurban 
Will Reach Randolph Street. 


olEAM POWER TO BE USED. 


Coaches Will Travel Under Current 


from Pullman te South Bend. 


Beginning next Sunday, electric cars will 
be run over the Illinois Centra] from Ran- 
dolph street to Gary, Ind. It will be the 
first time electric cars have been run over

The traffic arrangement also gives passen- 
gers over the Illinois Central a connection 
with the intermediate points on the Chicago, 
Lake Shore and South Bend railway at 
Hegewisch, Hammond, East Chicago, and 
Gary. At the latter point connection can 
be made for South Bend.

LSTIMONY IS UNSHAKEN. 


: Arguments Begin Tomorrow and Jury 
May Get Evidence at Night. 


With a single day of testimony in behalf 

of Jane Quinn, charged with the murder or 

_ her third husband in November, the defense 
closed late yesterday. Arguments were con- 
tinued until tomorro. morning. The day’s 

' testimony indicated one principal line of 

Gefense, based on the defendant's story of 

the commission of the crime by a burglar 
. Who threatened her with his revolver. 
' In support of the general plan there was 

submitted testimony by three witnesses, 
Quinn's sons and a neighbor, showing with- 

out contradiction the amicable relations 
| between Quinn and his wife during their 
married life. Thie is to be used to show 
lack of motive. 

The day was marked by more police stum- 
bling. by brief testimony showing discrep- 
ancies between the stories told at the inquest 
and at the trial by Policeman Collett and 
J. W. Miller, a roomer at the Quinn house, 
the two principal] witnesses for the state, 
and a lengthy examination and cross ex- 
amination of the defendant. 


Mrs. Quinn Makes Good. 
Twice in telling of the incidents leading up 
to the murder and again when her stepsons 
were testifying to the pleasant relations be- 
tween her and Quinn the woman broke down 
and sobbed. The remainder of the time she 
was composed and accurate in her answers, 
parried successfully with the prosecutor, 
and left the stand with her testimony un- 
shaken. 
She told tn Geta!!l of her awakening at a 
movement of her pillow and seeing a man 
leaning over the head of the bed, fumbling 
with one hand under the pillows where her 
husband had $150. In the other hand the 
stranger held a revolver a few inches from 
her face. 
‘*One word and you're 4ead,” she sald he 
whispered. Just then her husband woke and 
raised his hands. There was a shot and she 
remembered seeing the burglar walk swiftly 
out of the bedroom. 
“I lay there unable to move,” she con- 
tinued. ™” Then my husband moaned, ‘ Jane, 
I'm shot. Get up,’ and, raising him, I walked 
with him into the hall. There I left him 
leaning against the wall and ran to the 
Carey’s room, pounded on the door, and 
begged Mr. Carey to get a doctor itmmedi- 
ately.” 


Relates Incidents After Murder. 

Col. J. Hamilton Lewis, her attorney, 
paused to let her collect herself, and then 
continued the examination. The defendant 
told of seeing the boarders and the police- 
men enter the hall and bedroom and of her 
last trip to the bathroom, where the police- 
men even ly found a discharged revolver 
wrapped in @ cloth. 
“Do you remember seeing the cloth in the 
room,”” she was asked. 

“It might have been there.” she replied 
“TI do not know.” 

“You did not throw it back of the tub?” 

“TI did not.” , 

At the close of the direct examination Col. 
Lewis sent a fire of questions at her, which 
she angwered promptly. | 

“Did you shoot your husband?” 

“T did not.” 

“Did you have any desire to shoot him?” 

“TI did not.” 

“Do you know who shot him?” 

“No, sir.” 

“Did you destre to have him shot?’ 

“No, sir.” 

“Did you wish him to live so you end he 
could live together ae man and wife? 

* Yes, sir, I did.” 


Alert Prosecutor Traps Himself, 
While Mre. Quinn was on the stand two 
well dressed women took the chairs which 
had been occupied by her and the bailiff. 
During a pause after a question one of the 
women whispered audibly, “ Why don’t you 
answer?” and Prosecutor Lowes glared at 
her. A Little later the bailiff said a note had 
been handed the witness, and the proseoptor 
demanded that it be read. 

The note proved to be one from Col. Lewis, 
Mrs. Quinn’e counsel telling her to “ be 
brave and speak up loud.” Col. Lewis smiled. 
The prosecutor flushed in some chagrin, and 
the women suspected of sending the note 
left the court room. 

The quick G&ismissa] of Mrs. Quinn, with- 
out close examination ag to her previous 
marriages, prevented the state from intro- 
ducing some of the known facts about her 
husbands deaths. She admitted her mar- 
riage to Thorpe thirty-five days after the 
death of McDonald, her first hueband, and 
the filing of two divorce bills against Me- 
Donalé and one against Thorpe 


Upheld by Sons. 
With Quinn she said she had never hed 
a serious disagreement, and in this was 
supported by Bert and James Quinn and Mrs. 
Jane McCafferty of Pullman. 
“While they were living with me,” eaid 
Mrs. MoCafferty, “ they got dlong very well. 
They were always affectionate.” 
*“ Did you visitthem when they moved from 
your house?” 
“ Yes.” 
“Did they appear just as sffectionate 
then?” 
“Yes. It seemed Mrs. Quinn could not do 
enough for her husband.” 


Police Sergeant Mixed. 

Sergt. Dugan of Kensington station was 
the final witness, summoned to testify re- 
garding the robberies and burglaries com- 
mitted in the neighborhood of the Quinn 
house in the two months preceding the mur- 
der. He became confused, and thecourt took 
the record book and read from it. Previous- 
ly the stenographer who had served at the 
inquest read his notes taken during the tes- 
timony of Policeman Collette and Miller, 
state’s witnesses, and discrepancies with the 
testimony given at the trial by these wit- 
nesses were shown. 

The court room continued crowded with 
people, a fourth of them women. Finalargu- 
ments by Col. Lewis and Mr. Lowes will oc- 
cupy the morning, and @ verdict Is possible 
by tomorrow night.

~ the temporary organization of the conven- 
tion. Mr. Rosewater is a Taft man. 


Rule Might Apply in Other States. 

Mr. Sims further said the same rule would 
be applied with equal propriety in four or 
five other states where national committee- 
men have been elected He mentioned Mis- 
gouri in particular, where Thomas K. Nied- 
ringhaus has been elected by the Repyblican 
etate convention to take the place of Secre- 
tary of Commerce and Labor Charles Nagel 
as national committeeman. 

This declaration stirred up a sensation at 
the convention headquarters, and aroused 
the anger of Chairman Harry 8S. New, na- 
tional committeeman from Indiana and 

. ghairman of the convention subcommittee. 

The Indianian issued a gingery statement 
in which he indicated that any such attempt, 
by Mr. Howell or any other Roosevelt man, 

’ will precipitate the first and bitterest row of 
the convention.

Effort by Former Populist to 
Control Democratic State 
Convention Fails. 


Atlanta, Ga., May 20.—Thomas E. Watson 
lost his, fight to control the Democratic 
state convention in a spectacular political 
battle here today. He won a place as dele- 
gate at large to the Baltimore convention, 
however, with others whom he denounced in 
@ convention speech as his avowed enemies. 
convention named eight delegates at 
Jerge and forty-eight district delegates, thus 
giving the state a delegation of fifty-six. 

The convention indorsed Oscar W. Under- 
wood for presidential nominee, according to 
the result of the primary, and instructed the 
delegates to vote for him until ‘‘ his nom- 
ination shall be secured.” 


Defeat of Watson Faction. 
In the first real test between the contending 
factions the Watson men were beaten. Mr. 
Watson presented a resolution authorizing 
the chairman of each county delegation to 
cast a unij vote. It failed to carry. 

For fifteen minutes Watson tried in vain 
to get the ear of the convention to protest 
against the election of delegates at large 
to Baltimore by acclamation. The crowd 
hissed and howled while Watson angrily 
shook his fist and appealed for a hearing. 


Protest of No Avail. 

“Do you want to put my friends in a 
position of voting for my enemies?’ he 
asked. ‘* You can’t make oil and water 
mix, and if you send to Baltimore men who 
are personal and political enemies your 
delegation will be unable to obtain any re- 
sults whatever.” 

In spite of Watson's appeals the conven- 
tion voted to elect eight delegates at “4 end 
who previqusly had been nominated from 
the floor. The eight included the names of 
the slate announced last night, with that 
ef Watson added. The eight delegates at 
large are: 

Thomas E. Watson. Thomas B. Felder, H. 
H. Deagan, Randolph Anderson, Crawford 
W. Wheatley, G. R. Hutchens, C. R. Pendle- 
ton, and Congressman W. G. Brantley. 


JAMES LOSES IN KENTUCKY.

ATTACKS COLONEL IN HOUSE 


Fitzgerald Quotes Words of Lin- 
coln Against Roosevelt. 


SEES PERIL TO THE NATION. 


Plans for Office Building Are Used to 
Prove Ambitions.

Washington, D. C., May 29.—The activities 
of Col. Theodore Roosevelt were denounced 
in the house today in a speech bristling with 
sarcasm delivered by Representative Fitz- 
gerald, Democrat, of New York, chairman of 
the house appropriations committee. 

Fitzgerald declared Roosevelt is the 
“greatest danger faced by the republic,” 
and quoted at length from a speech by Abra- 
ham Lincoln to bear out the charge. As an 
indication of Roosevelt's attitude toward the 
presidency, Mr. litzgerald produced a memo- 
randum prepared when plans for new exec- 
utive offices at the White House were under 
consideration in 1902. Beside a discussion of 
“temporary” and permanent quarters for 
the president appeared, in the handwriting 
of Col. Roosevelt, the words, “ to be perma- 
nent during my lifetime.” 

“The ‘my" was heavily underscored,” 
commentéd Mr. Fitzgerald, waving the docu- 
ment at arm’s length. 


Extracts from Lincoln Speech. 

The New York member applied directly to 
Roosevelt extracts from a speech delivered 
by Abraham Lincoln before the Young Men's 
lyceum of Springfield, Il. The extracts read: 

“Many great and good men, suffictently 
qualified for any task they should undertake, 
may ever be found, whose ambition would 
aspire to nothing beyond a seat in congress, 
a gubernatoria! or presidential chair; but 

belong not to the family of the lion or 
the tribe of the eagle. 

“What! Think you these places would 
satisfy a Cesar, an Alexander, or a Na- 
poleon? Never. Towering genius despises a 
beaten path. It seeks regions heretofore un- 
explored. It sees no distinction im adding 
story to story upon the monuments of fame 
erected to the memory of othere. 


“Scorns All Predecessors.” 

“It denies that it is glory enough to serve 
under any chief. I¢ scorns to tread in the 
footsteps of any predecessor, however illus- 
trious. It thirsts and burns for distinction: 
and, if po&sible, it will have it, whether at the 
expense of emancipating slaves or enslaving 
freemen. 

“Is it unreasonable, then, to expect that 
some man, possessed of the loftiest genius, 
coupled with ambition sufficient to push it to 
its utmost stretch, will at some time spring 
up among 0s? And when such a one does, it 
will require the people to be united with each 
other, attached to the government and the 
laws, and generally intelligent. to frustrate 
his designs. Distinction will be his para- 
mount object, and although he would as will- 
ingly, perhaps more so, acquire it by doing 
good as harm, yet, that opportunity being 
passed, and nothing left to be done in the 
way of building up, he would set boldly to

the task of pulling down.” .

FRANKLIN TELLS 


Remembers No 
versations with Darrow 
Regarding Lockwood. 


SAYS 


Court at Noon Adjourns Until 
Friday Because Today Is 
Memorial Day. 


Los Angeles, Cal., May 29.—Bert H. Frank- 
lin, former chief detective for the McNamara 
defense, entered into the details of the al- 
leged bribery of George N. Lockwood by him- 
self at today’s session of the trial of Clar- 
ence 8. Darrow. 

The prosecution sought through the wit- 
ness to connect Darrow with the alleged cor- 
ruption of Lockwood, but Franklin repeated- 
ly said he could remember no specific con- 


| versatione with Darrow concerning Lock- 


wood, 

Franklin testified that he met Darrow at a 
local café, where the latter was dining with 
Lincoln Steffens, the megazine writer. At 
that time, he said, Darrow took from his 
pocket what purported to be a list of the 
ninth McNamara jury venire. 

“He called my attention to two names on 
the list,” said Franklin, “and said, ‘ That 
looks better than the other.’ One of the 
names was Lockwood.”’ 


Agrees to Approach Lockwood. 

Darrow, he said, told him to take the list 
and compare it with his Nst of prospective 
jurors and get his men busy investigating the 
list. 

Franklin said he had d@tecussed the Mst of 
all prospective jurors. with Darrow the day 
after he had secured the list, which, he said, 
had been given him by Judge Bordwell, “the 
presiding judge in the MoNamara case. 

‘* He asked me about those on the ist whom 
I knew personally,” said Franklin. “I told 
him there were about twenty-five I knew and 
could talk with personally. Mr. Darrow im- 
pressed upon me that he was eager to win 
the McNamara case, because it was the most 
important case of his life, and probably the 
last case he would try. . 

“I told Mr. Darrow that I could talk to 
Lockwood,: I told him he was a man I had 
the utmost confidence in; that he was @ man 
of character and sterling integrity, and that 
our friendship was such that if he could not 
accept it it would go no further.” 

No effort was made to ascertain what the 
witness meant by “it.” 


Says Bain Accepted Bribe. 

No other conversation between Darrow 
and himseif concerning Lockwood could be 
recalled by the witness. 

The deposit slip for $1,000 which Franklin 
said was given to him by Darrow, the bank 
book of the witness and a check for $500 
drawn by him were identified and admitted 
into evidence. 

Franklin said he called upon Juror Bain 
and repeated the proposition he had previ- 
ously made to Mrs. Bain. 

“ Bain told me,” said Franklin, 
had but littl money. He agreed to the 
deal and I paid him $400 cash.”’ 

At noon the court, adjourned until Friday, 
because tomorrow is Memoria! day. 


May Call. Chicago Detective. 
Detective Guy Biddinger of the Chicago 
police and George R. Behm, an uncle of Ortie 
McManigal, arrived here today. It is ex- 
pected they will be among the witnesses 
placed on the stand to prove the state's alle- 
gations of wholesale corruption of witnesses 
by those engaged in the McNamara defense.

THE REPORT ON THE TITANIC. 

The report of the senate committee and 
Senator Smith’s discussion upon the Titanic 
disaster pretty thoroughly covers the ground 
and will withstand the sneers directed 
against it.in England. What was required 
in the circumstances was promptness and 
thoroughness in securing and preserving evi- 
dence and, upon the basis of the facts un- 
flinchingly sought and set forth, a consid- 
ered statement of conclusions. 

That has been accomplished with credit, 
and the results form a substantial basis for 
necessary legislation and, we hope, for some 
international action. 

Aside from recommendations of detail, 
such as the requirement of constant wireless 
service, the use of searchlights, and the in- 
crease of fWeboat equipment, the general! 
reforms emphasized are, first, more definite 
and stricter regulations for caution 1 in navi- 
gation; second, more attention to the person- 
nel of crews, to their discipline and drill to 
meet emergency; and, third, alterations in 
the structure of great ships, especially as 
to plan and arrangement of bulkheads, pro- 
tection of boilers, etc. 

There is no likel?thood that the British in- 
quiry will indicate any essentially different 
conclusions from those of the American, but 
they will be valuable as corroboration, and 
in any event will be received in the United 
States in better spirit than is being mani- 
fested by many of the conspicuous British 
organs of public opinion. 


“SCRAP” THE COUNTY BOARD. 

It’s about time to “scrap” the county\ 
board. It can’t be made to work properly. 
The chances are it never will be worth the 
trouble given it, and certainly it never will 
be worth the trouble it gives. 

The position of county commissioner car- 
cies just enough salary to make it attractive 
to a class of men unfitted for public service 
of any kind. The county board tickets 
presented to voters in prima?ies and in elec- 
tions are perplexing, and the success of the 
unfit in obtaining places on the board is 
notable. ‘The matters of county adminis- 
tration are important enough, so that when 
the unfit make a clutter it’s apt to be a bad 
one. 

The irresponsible antics of members of 
the present board merely prove what the 
county is apt to c@tch any time in the drag- 
net of a general election. If they could be 
thrown away in disgust it might be worth 
while continuing the system, but even then 
it would be a waste of time. 

It’s not worth while trying to make any- 
thing out of the county board under the 
present laws. By great effort something 
could be done. The board hardly could be 
worse, but it may easily do worse, and time 
and effort given to better it could be spent 
to better purpose elsewhere. 

The system isn’t worth the trouble it 
makes and takes. The sensible thing to do 
is to “scrap” it and set up a different kind 
of county administrative body, a small one 
to which sensible men might be attracted. 
Thé county service is important enough for 
the county to obtain self-respecting men for 
it. There are a few on the present board, 
but they make small headway against the 
othera. 

The machine is useless and a public nui- 
sance. The thing to do is to throw it on the 
“scrap pile.

EFFECT OF HEALTH INSURANCE. 
ECENT figures show a remarkable 
improvement in German health con- 
ditions. The numberyf deaths from 
diphtheria was 54,760 in 1893, 
whereas in the last four years no 
yearly total has been‘as high as 10,000, 
Typhoid has fallen from 18,756 in 1875 to 
2,000, The tuberculosis rate is just dne- 
half what it was thirty years ago. 

The death rate of children under 1 year 
of age, in German cities, is about one-half 
what it was ten years ago. For instance, 
of 100 babies born, the number of deaths at 
less than one year of age w as, in Darmstadt, 
in 1903, 17.4; in 1910, 9.2; in Dresden, 12 
1903, 19.2; in 1910, 12. 8; in Elberfeld, in 
19038, 16.9; in 1910, 9. 

These improvements are the result of 
bealth activities, the most’tomprehensive of 
which was the Bismarck health insurance 
bill, made operative in 1892. | 

The English death rates also have shown 
.great decrease, though not so great as Ger- 
many’s> London seems permanently in- 
trenched in its position as the city with the 
lowest death rate amongst large cities. As 
the result of the operation of the insprance 
bill, which became effective May 1, London 
should make an equally satisfactory show- 
ing by 1917. 


—~>- 

These reduced death rates, reduced sick- 
ness rates, and the economic changes with 
which they are associated are bearing down 
hard on the practice of healing. When 
there are not so many to be healed, there is 
not so much for the healer. In this country 
all of the Christian Scientists, osteopaths, 
and chiropractors, about half of the homeo- 
paths and eclectics, and a respectable minor- 
ity of the so-called regulars are practically 
always found opposed to health legislation. 

In Great Britain, the British Medical as- 
sociation has indorsed the national insur- 
ance bill, but. it is contending for more re- 
muneration @or services. Its members do 
not believe jthey should give a man medical 
service for’a year for $1.50. Amongst the 
matters to be discussed by the forthcoming 
meeting of the British Medical association 
are better remuneration for physicians in 
connection with school inspection, care of 
children, dental work, hospital -end'dispen- 
sary work, consumption, and maternity 
service. 

There ig no doubt that the people have 
the right to health and efficiency. They will 
always approve measures which bring about 
these ends. When once the people are in- 
formed, such issues make the finest of plat- 
forms for political parties—platforms on 
which statesmen and politicians can stand 
with advantage to the gain of prestige with 
the people. 

It is unfortunate that some divisions of 
healing find it necessary to oppose this work. 
A wiser policy for them would be to back 
up the proposals, but to ask for living condi- 
tions under their operation—wiser for them 
and wiser for the people. On this point 
Lloyd-George Baid: ‘“ Sweated labor is the

worst labor in the world. If you want to 
get the best out of a man you must pay him 
a wage which satisfies his reasonable de- 
mands. Improve the condition of the doc- 
tors and you improve the general health of 
the country.” THis is the present attitude 
of the American Medical association and I 
think wil] eventually be the attitude of the 
homeopathi¢ and eclectic professions.

Chetwynd 
had frequently been bankrupt, was entirely 
dependent upon her and upon his father-in- 
law for money, rarely had a sober moment, 
and was untimately divorced by his wife, 
the court giving the custody of their two 
daughters to her. 

Mrs. Chetwynd, though, was extremely 
extravagant, not only in money matters but 
also in her conduct; so much go that her 
relatives caused her to be committed to a 
lunatic asylum, whence, however, she se- 
cured her release through appeal to sree 
courts. 

During the few months that she sas in 
the lunatic asylum before obtaining her 
liberation, her mother, old Mrs: Thomas 
Naylor-Leyland, widow of the millionaire 
shipowner, obtained an order from the courts 
intrusting her with the custody of her grand- 
daughters.

Her daughter, however, was no sooner out 
of the asy)um than she instituted prpceedings 
against her mother, bringing all sorts -of 
outlandish evidence to show that the latter 
was hot a fit person to be intrusted with the 
education of young girls, being, as she al- 
leged, half crazy. 

So extraordinary was the evidence pre- 
sented by the daughter against the mother,

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Electrolysis Prevention 
Estimates Hit Hard. 


City Electrician Ray Palmer has scored a 
partial victory over the Chicago traction in- 
terests in his ficht for the proposed electroly- 
gis ordinance designed to prevent the ravages 
of escaping electrical current on under- 
ground pipes of the water department and 
corporations. In a talk before the council 
committee on gas, light, and oil, the city 
electrician, undisputed by representatives of 
the railway companies, who were present, 
said the traction people had admitted in con 
ference that the cost of installation of the 
system he advised would be less than a 
third of the estimates they had given to the 
committee. 

The companies told the committee at first 
that it would require $25,000,000 to comply 
with the terms of the proposed ordinance. 
According to their own figures submitted 
at conferences in the last fewjdays with the 
electrician, Mr. Palmer said the total coset for 
the surface and elevated companies would be 
vnly $7,657,000. Mr. Palmer's estimate for 
the elevated lines was over $2,000,000, while 
the company engineers’ figures were $1,997,- 
600. 

The city electrician said the city figures in- 
cluded items for assuring sufficient equip- 
ment for heat and for cars that the com- 
panies had not included. The estimate of 
the surface lines, stripped of a. few items 
that Mr. Palmer insisted had no connection 
with the situation, was 85,660,(4%. 

“ This is quite different from the $22.000,000, 
the last estimate mage the other day by the 
traction people.”’ he said. ‘“* Some of these 
items simply would be a rehabilitation of tne 
dines of the different companies and couid 
aot be rightly charged up to the cost of tne 
prevention of electrolysis.” ; 

W. W. Gurley, of the Chicago Ratllways 
company, raised the point that no other city 
had ever installed the expensive system de- 
manded by the city electrician in the new or- 
dinance and that other towns had used the 
cheaper drainage system which the com- 
panies desire to install. . 
“The reason this system its not fn use in 
the United tSates is that there is no estab- 
lished drop voltage in this country,” Mr. 
Palmer replied. ‘“ There ts in other coun- 
tries and the system has been used success- 
sully. Who pays for the fact that there is no 
established voltage in this country and be- 
cause of the great damage due to electrolysis 
as a result?’’ Mr. Palmer asked and con- 
tinued: ‘“ The people, and why? Because 
the traction companies have been negligent 
and have failed properly to protect and con- 
trol their currents. The drainage system 
failed in Pittsburgh. The report made py 
the investigation In Pennsylvania shows that 
the drainage system was a rotten one, and 
that is not too strong a term.’’

London Ship Owners Refuse to 
Confer with Dock Workers. 


DEAF TO GOVERNMENT PLEA 


Right to Employ Either Nonunion or 
Union Men Is Asserted. ° 


LONDON, May 28.—Hopes for a speedy 
settlement of the dock workers’ strike were 
dissipated tonight by the refusal of the ship- 
Owners to accept thé government’s invita- 
tion to meet the representatives of the men 
at a joint conference of the board of trade 
on Friday. , 

The London shipowners’ dock labor com- 
mittee in a letter to Sydney Buxton, presi- 
dent of the board of trade, said: . 

“Last autumn two agreements and an 
award were arrived at. One of the agree- 
ments was directly under the auspices of 
the ministers of the crown, and bore thelr 
signatures. 


Says Agreements Were Broken. 
“The first agreement was immediately 
followed by cessation of work; the arbitra- 
tion award was ignored, and the fina! agree- 
ment was only tardily accepted. All these 
ha@ve now been set aside and the workers 
called out without any notice to the em- 
ployers. .. . The shipowners have no 
confidence and no assurance that any nego- 
tlations that will now take place will have 
any greater reality or be more permanent.” 
Apparently the shipowners are resolved to 
fight to a finish, relying upon the govern- 
ment to afford protection to the workers em- 
ployed. 


Unions to Be Ignored. 

This course is indicated by a resolution 
which was adopted at a special meeting of 
the London chamber of commerce today in 
which the right of employers to engage el- 
ther nonunion or union labor is affirmed, and 
the government urged to afford adequate pro- 
tection to all those who are willing to 
work. 

A similar resolution was adopted by the 
Corn Exchange and the Baltic Mercantile 
and Shipping Exchange. 

The main issue now dividing the two par- 
ties concerns the status of nonunion labor. 
The employers insist that they shall be free 
to employ whom. they please. The strike 
leaders are equally determined not to con- 
sent to any settlement which will compel 
union men to work with nonunion men.

Bohemians to Unveil 
Karel Jonas Monument. 


UNDREDS of Bohemian-Americans of 
Wisconsin and delegations from many 

‘ states will attend the unvelling of the 

Karel Jonas monument in Racine, 

Wis., today. The monument, a bronze 

statue upon granite pedestal, is the work 
of a young Bohemian sculptor of Chicago, 
Mario.J. Korbel. It was erected in Bathing 
Beach park, which mame probably will be 
changed to Jonas park. 
Karel Jonas was leader of Bohemiiatn-Amerl- 
cans for thirty years. Born Oct. 39, 1840, in 
Maleshov, Bohemia, he came to this country in 
March, 1863° as a political fugitive. Soon he 
became editor of the Bohemian weekly, ™“Javie, 
which still exists. He became a member of the 
city council of Racine in 1876, was elected to 
the state assembly in 1878, and to the senate 
in 1882. UWitder President Cleveland he was sent 
to Prague as American consul, but the Austrian 
government denied fim the exequatur. Firally, 
after some months, the objections were with- 
drawn and Jonas was consul until 18£9. Afcer 
his return to Wisconsin he was elected lieu- 
tenant governor,in 1890 anf re@lected in 189%. 
In 1894 he was nominated general consu! in St. 
Petersburg. He changed with the American 
consul in Prague, but after new objections of 
the Austrian government he went as consul to 
Crefeld in Germany and died thore on Jan. 
16, 1896.

Armour Graduates Hear 
‘Ohio Wesleyan’s Head: 


RESIDENT HERBERT. WELCH, D. D., of 
the Ohio Wesleyan university delivered 
the sixteenth annual commencement ad- 
dress of the Armour Institute College of 
Engineering, in the assembly hall at 
Thirty-ninth street and Armour avenue last 
evening.

Strangzy 
enough, Mr. Carnegie’s mind has changed co.1- 
siderably wifhin the last two years. He ag 
given $5,000,000 to a Carnegie institute and 
$15,000,000 to a fund for wornout professors. 
“Mr. Carnegie has realized with his growth 
of experience that the present age demands the 
service of the specialized men. "

“There is no question* but that the higher 
education promotes business efficiency, broadens 
intellectuality, strengthens the individual, and 
builds personality. In this day ‘of experts and 
efficiency for a man to reach the highest plane 
of business life he must school himself.. He 
must develop by education, thoroughness, and 
accuracy. 

“In a recent compilation of statistics it was 
found that thirty men out of 100 millionaires 
were college bred men. Twenty-two of them 
received high school educations, and with twen- 
ty of them there was no means of finding out 
how far their education had progressed. Fur- 
ther statistics have proved that seventy out of 
every 100 men who reach the highest achieve- 
ments in this country are college men. . 
“We have often heard that the American 
scholar gives little service. I challenge that 
statement. The service of school men is de- 
manded on every side. The service of-students,

And 
after all, it is not the men who achieve wealth, 
or who rise to the heights of personal powor 
who are remembered by posterity; but the men 
who think, who bestow lasting benefits, and 
write the world’s books.”

Waterproof Ink. 


“Harry E. B.: JI noticed your reply to ‘C. 
H, E.” Perhaps you would be good enough to 
give me a little information on the subject of 
waterproof ink: I should like to know how to 
make a waterproof ink for brush for show card 
writing, in colors white, blue, red, yellow, and 
black. I should prefer not to have a glossy 
finish on the black.

“In the first place, Iwill say that there is 
*no chemical or physical differenge between beet 
sugar and cane sugar. Continental HBurope 
manufactures one-half of all the sugar pro- 
duced in the world, and it is all beet sugar. 
These countries use no cane sugar. Beet sugar 
is the only kind used in the household and in 
the production of cakes, jellies, and jams. Fur- 
ther, England, which produces no sugar, gets 
more than one-half of its consumption from 
European beet sugar producing countries, and 
England is known to be one of the largest 
manufacturers of jams and marmalades in the 
world, 

“Beet sugar, in general, is much. cleaner 
.than cane sugar, because it Is manufactured in 
a cooler climate, and during the winter months, 
when there are no files or insects, and by; clean 
American workmen. Cane sugar is made by 
half naked natives in the tropics, and in fac- 
tories that are infested with millions of flies 
and other insects, and after it is made it les 
around on the wharfs and in’ holds of vessels, 
where it is subject to all kinds of insanitary 
conditions. 

“The prejudice, if any, existing against beet 
sigar is due to interests who are opposed to 
-the further development of the beet sugar: in- 


dustry. The question whether one sugar is .

Economical Housekeeping 
Some Cold Slaws. 


BY JANE EDDINGTON. : 

NE of the most inexpensive’relishes and 

salads is the cold slaw. There are a 

great number of ways of dressing this, 

and the most of them have some particu- 

lar excellence becauSe of the special fla- 

vor they add to the cabbage or for their own 
value. 

Boiled Dressing for Slaw.—This dressing has 
piquancy and smoothness, It is not the most 
economical dressing for a smal! family, for the 
following amount is more than enough for one 
cabbage: One egg, one-half cup of sugar, one 
tablespoon of floor, one-half teaspoon mustard, 
one-half teaspoon salt, dash of red pepper, one- 
half cup each of water and vinegar. Put to- 
gether in order given, beat the egg a little, boil 
until thick, and cool. This makes enough dress- 
ing or two or threé emall cabbages. Multiplied 
by twenty-four it will be enough for 200 people. 

For. any slaw the cabbage should be shaved 
fine and allowed to remain in cold water for an 
hour, then drained and dried before the dressing 
is added. The cooler the place in which it is 
kept the better. With the above dressing the 
Slaw will keep unwilted after it is put on if put 
in a refrigerator.

The most inexpensive way of treating the 

cabbage is the following: 
_ Cold Slaw I.—After. the. cabbage jas been 
shaved and crisped, season with salt, pepper, 
sugar, and vinegar. A little mustard and butter 
is sometimes added besides, but these simple 
seasonings make a pleasant slaw. 

A slaw with a warm dressing has grateful 
qualéties, but it must be served the moment the 
dressing is added. Such a slaw is the following: 

Cold Slaw IIl.—For half a medium head of 
cabbage, cut fine and lightly salted, prepare the 
following dressing: Cut two medium slices of 
bacon into small pleces, fry them brown, add 
one cup of vinegar, and let it come to a boil 
Pour over the cabbage after sprinkling over ita 
teaspoonful ‘of sugar. A bit of chopped onion 
may be added to the cabbage before the dress- 
ing. . 7 
Some people like a French dressing with any 
vegetable; or, for that matter, with any salad, 
no matter what its constituents, but the bitter 
which it seems to bring out in the cabbage is 
no altogether agreeable. The ingredients of 
such a dressing may be added one by one to the 
cabbage instead of mixing them as follows: 

Cold Slaw III.—To half of a small head of 
cabbage add a dash or two of paprika or the 
stronger cayenne, One teaspoon of salt, one 
tablespoon of vinegar, and two of ofl. Mix thor- 
oughly. A half spoonful of celery seed is some- 
times first added to this slaw. . 

_ 

A sweet and agreeable dressing and one pretty 
and easy to make is the following: 

Cold Slaw IV.—For one-half head of crisped 
cabbage make and pour over the following 
dressing: Mash the yolk of a hard boiled egg 
with a quarter teaspoon of mustard, one. table- 
spoon of sugar, a teaspoonful of salt. When 
thoroughly mixed add enough vinegar to make 
it as thin as desired. Several spoonfuls of milk 
or cream may be added to this. :

Impetus to Improvement Given 
by Conference Just Ended. 


EXPERTS SET FORTH VIEWS. 


Utility as Well as Beauty Comprised 
in the Suggestions Made.

Boston, Mass., May 29.—[Specia!l.]—The 
keynote of the fourth national conference of 
city planning; which adjourned this even- 
inig, has been the practicability of city plan- 
nig with special emphasis on the direct and 
material returns that accrue to cities provid- 
ing for their industrial, commercial, and 
esthetic growth along the systematic and 
farseeinge lines proposed by comprehensive 
planning. 
The aim of the conference has been to point 
out clearly to communities that utility and 
beauty are inseparable and that city plan- 
ning is not visionary, 

The morning session was given over to 
an informal “conference with a time limit 
of five minutes to each speaker, the net result 
of which demonstrated that city planning 
has taken strong root in this country and ig 
being fostered on a sensible basis. 


Explains the Zoning Principle. 

In the afternoon B. A. Halderman, engi-

Meeting of Methodists ‘Sets 
Record by Leaving Noth- 
ing Unfinished. 


CHANGE BISHOPS’ SALARY 


Allowance of $6,500 and Travel 
Expenses Decided Upon in 
Last Session.

Minneapolis, Minn., May 20.—[{Special.]— 
The general conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal church, which has “been in ses- 
sion since May 1, adjourned today after one 
comtinuous session beginning at 8:30 this 
morning and closing at 8 o'clock this after- 
noon. 
A vast amount of routine and disciplinary 
work was accomplished, the secretary, Dr. 
Hingeley, announcing that for the first time 
Within his memory the conference had closed 
without leaving unfinished business. By ap- 
plying a two minute rule to speeches and a 
three minute rule to chairman ané accepting 
summaries where no debatable questions 
were inyolved, report after report was dis- 
posed of. 
Excitement stirred the conference chiefly 
when the question of submitting a constitu- 
tional amendment to the annual conferences 
was proposed in the interests of different na- 
tionalities and races. 


Delay Final Adjudication. 

The colored delegates were prepared with 
addresses and scores were on the floor seek- 
ing Opportunity to speak. The proposition 
was carried hy a vote of 520 to 45 on one 
Fection of the report and with 112 in opposi- 
then snother part. The question cannot 
COi '@r final adjudication until the next 
gelic.al conference. 
A lively discussion arose over increasing 
the salaries of the bishops to cover clerical 
hire and household expenses. The decision 
was reached to make the allowance $6,500 
and traveling expenses.
